1S21. and 1922, resulting

Doheny interests while Fall was 
secretary of the interior and after 
Doheny had sent him $100,000 in n 
litlle black-satchel. 


The verdict was 'returner! a few 


minutes after Justice Hoehling had 
reconvened court after an overnight 
'recess. The jurymen filed into the 
box and at 10.07 a. m. thoir fore- 
man announced :i verdict of" aoiniit- 
tal. 
The case hud been i placed In 


the hands' of the twelve men at 
".47 p. m. yesterday, and when they 
still were nmiblp'lo agree at 
ill 


o'clock last night. Justice Hoehlins 
had declared a recess until 10 a. m. 


The verdict ended the conspiracy 


proceedings against the former cab- 
inet official and the oil magnate, as 
no appeal is possible. Both -are un- 
der indictment for bribery, however 
as a result'o£ the $100.000 transac- 
tion. 


Their counsel believe that charge 


.will not be pressed but the prose- 
cution indicated today that no de- 
cision to drop the bribery change 
had been reached.

The defendants and

"J have said all along that \ would 
leave it to the courts and that 1 
had confidence in them," he said.

general sentiment over the county, 
hose familiar with the situation 
;uy, is against the proposed cotton 
icreage cut law. 


While the advertised price of cot- 


Ion is about 11 cents, a large part 
of the crop was sold for much be- 
low that fjiftire due lo late picking 
and resultant damaged cotton.
